THE  HOME  GARDEN  is  not  complete  without  pears  and  they  are  a  very  profitable 
commercial  crop  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  country.  Pears  will  live  on  a  variety  of 
soils,  but  succeed  exceptionally  well  in  a  hard  clay  soil.  Tilling  and  fertilizing  are 
advisable  to  a  certain  extent,  but  should  not  be  carried  far  enough  to  produce  too  vigor¬ 
ous  a  growth.  The  quality  of  the  pear  is  much  improved  by  picking  before  maturity 
and  by  proper  ripening  indoors.

CULTIVATION — See  that  the  ground  is 
well  drained,  naturally  or  otherwise,  work 
it  up  fine  and  deep  and  make  it  very  rich 
with  well  rotted  barnyard  manure.  Locate 
the  plants  eight  inches  apart  in  rows  three 
feet  apart.  Spread  out  the  roots  in  a 
trench  made  deep  enough  to  permit  their 
crowns  to  be  covered  with  three  or  four 
inches  of  mellow  earth.  Give  the  bed  lib¬ 
eral  dressings  of  manure  at  intervals,  and 
except  near  the  seashore,  three  pounds  of 
salt  per  square  yard  early  every  spring. 
Do  not  cut  for  use  until  the  plants  have 
grown  two  seasons.

THE  GRAPE  is  one  of  our  most  delic¬ 
ious  fruits.  Contrary  to  common  opin¬ 
ion  it  does  not  demand  a  special  or  par¬ 
ticular  kind  of  trellis.  We  have  seen  vines 
bear  by  the  bushel  growing  on  a  garden 
or  yard  fence.  Hardy,  thrifty,  free  of  dis¬ 
ease,  the  grape  is  our  standby. 

The  grape  is  the  most  healthful  of  all 
fruits,  and  is  most  highly  esteemed  for  its 
many  and  varied  uses.
